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Lettering on the window of the Hollywood shop of psychic Madame Soufuhkatkah describes her 
special attraction, which is that she is able to contact the dead spirit of William Frawley, who 
played Fred Mertz on "I Love Lucy", providing clients the opportunity to have a conversation with 
his dead spirit. Madame Soufuhkatkah is further described on the window as having long ago 
been employed as the person who responded to William Frawley's fanmail on his behalf during 
the height of the popularity of "I Love Lucy", and is therefore on intimate terms with his dead spirit. 

This information is reiterated inside the shop, as we gradually learn about 80-year old Madame 
Soufuhkatkah from her conversation with clients, prior to performing a seance to contact William 
Frawley's dead spirit. Apparently, Madame Soufuhkatkah, then only 25 years old, was fired 
from her job answering Frawley's fanmail on his behalf due to an ugly incident involving a bizarre 
response she provided a fan, the specific nature of which is never actually discussed. 
Nevertheless, it seems the dead spirit of Frawley wishes to frequently hint at and reference this 
incident, which we see as Madame Soufuhkatkah is channeling his dead spirit. 

Based on certain things that come from the mouth of Madame Soufuhkatkah while she is 
channeling William Frawley's dead spirit, as well as what we learn when she is speaking as 
herself, one might gather she is delusionally clinging to a very specific concept she has 
developed of exactly how William Frawley felt about every little thing, down to the smallest detail, 
as a child might infer things about their doll's personality. 

Basically, it seems Madame Soufuhkatkah isn't resurrecting the dead spirit of William Frawley, 
as much as she is perpetuating the identical fabricated persona / spirit that she invented for him 
when she used to respond to fanmail on his behalf. Only now, she impersonates him with the 
voice of a cigar smoking man. And as her clients dash out the door to escape her self-delusion, 
she calls after them, "You get back here, Ethel!"
